PAOLO Nutini, Ed Sheeran and Bastille 
were just some of the acts that stole the 
show at this year's Virgin Media's V 
Festival.

MORE than 300 people cele¬ 
brated the life of Yellow 
Advertiser reporter Paul 
Peterson on Wednesday.

In speeches, friends and fam¬ 
ily members reflected on Paul’s 
positive outlook on life and 
how he touched and influenced 
so many people across the 
years. 

Paul’s parents, Anne and

They said: “It was extremely 
heart-warming to see so many 
people come along on what 
was a very sad day to celebrate 
the life of a truly amazing per¬ 
son.

OAKWOOD PUB 
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One man dead 
in grim docks 
discovery 



A MURDER investi¬ 
gation has been 
launched after a man 
was found dead in a 
shipping container at 
Tilbury Docks. 

The dead man, 
believed to be 40- 
year-old Meet Singh 
Kapoor, was one of 35 
Afghanistan natives 
discovered in the con¬ 
tainer after it arrived 
from Zeebrugge, 
Belgium, on Saturday, 
August 16. 

They included nine 
men and eight women, 
aged between 18-72, 
and 13 children, aged 
between 1-12. 

Police commissioner 
Nick Alston (Con) 
said they were thought 
to be victims of 
human trafficking 
gangs. 

The container is 
being treated as a 
crime scene and has 
undergone forensic 
tests. 

A post-mortem 
examination was con¬ 
ducted on the dead 
man on Sunday but 
police said further 
tests were needed to 
determine his cause of 
death. 

Essex Police refused 
to name the company 
which owned the con¬ 
tainer - one of 50 
which arrived on a 
P&O ferry. The con¬ 
tainer was carrying 
cleaning chemicals. 

Police searched the 
remaining 50 contain¬ 
ers but did not find 
anymore people. 

The surviving stow¬ 
aways were taken to 
Basildon, Southend 
and Royal London 
hospitals. 

Basildon Hospital 
confirmed it treated 
18 of them, including 
seven young children, 
for dehydration. 

Southend Hospital 
received five adults 
and two children. A 
hospital spokesman 
said two patients 
remained at Southend 
Hospital until Monday 
morning. The hospital 
refused to say whether 
they were adults or 
children or why they 
had been kept in. 

All of the passengers 
have been released 
and questioned. They 
are now in the care of 
Home Office offi¬ 
cials. 

The authorities are 
liaising with Belgian 
police and Interpol. 

Superintendent 
Trevor Roe said: 
“The welfare and 
health of the people 
is our priority at this 
stage. Now they are 


well enough, our offi¬ 
cers and colleagues 
from the Border 
Force will be speak¬ 
ing to them via inter¬ 
preters so we can 
piece together what 
happened and how 
they came to be in the 
container. 

“We have had a good 
deal of help from part¬ 
ners within the Sikh 
community in the 
Tilbury area to ensure 
that these poor people, 
who would have been 
through a horrific 
ordeal, are supported 


in terms of their reli¬ 
gious and clothing 
needs. The Red Cross 
are also helping. They 
have provided food 
and welfare help for 
the people overnight. 
We are grateful for 
their support and I 
would like to say a big 
thank you to them.” 

Nick Alston said: 
“This incident should 
highlight for us the 
evil of the abuse and 
exploitation of vulner¬ 
able people of all sorts 
and in many different 
circumstances. The 


police and partner 
agencies are continu¬ 
ing to investigate the 
circumstances of those 
found in that contain¬ 
er. But we can be sure 
that almost all cases of 
human trafficking 
involve exploitation 
by callous, organised 
criminal gangs.”

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Flats evacuated 
as gas main bums 


FIRE crews had to 
evacuate 30 people 
from a block of burn¬ 
ing flats in the early 
hours of Monday 
morning. 

They were called to 
the block of 15 flats 
in London Road, 
Southend, where the 
fire appears to have 
been started deliber¬ 
ately on the gas main 
supplying a Tesco 
Extra store. 

When crews arrived 
at 4.15am they found 
a number of traffic 
cones and a propane 
cylinder had been set 
alight in the mains 
supply. 

Firefighters put the 
blaze out and used a 
water curtain to con¬ 
tain the leaking gas 
and stayed on site 
until 6.03am while 
engineers isolated the 
supply. 

A total of 30 people 
were evacuated and a 
hazard zone was 
established around 
the gas main. 

Assistant divisional 
officer, Martyn 
Hodder said: “The 
fire was directly 
under the stairs 


which are the only 
means of escape for a 
block of 15 flats and 
could have had deadly 
consequences had our 
crews not got on top 
of it as quickly as 
they did. 

“The burning traffic 
cones created a huge 
amount of thick black 
smoke and the 
propane cylinder 
could have exploded 
at any moment caus¬ 
ing a great deal of 
damage.” 


The fire followed 
another evacuation of 
Socata House, in 
Westcliff, at 10.48pm 
on Sunday, August 17. 

A total of 16 flats 
had to be evacuated 
when someone had 
damaged gas mains 
were set alight in a 
car port under the 
flats. 

Crews used two 
hose reels to put the 
blaze out by 11.38pm. 

An ambulance was 
called for a 70 year 


old man who lived in 
the flats and was suf¬ 
fering from shock. 

* Sam Brown, 26, of 
no fixed abode, has 
been charged with 
arson with intent to 
endanger life follow¬ 
ing two fires in 
Westcliff on Sunday, 
August 17, and 
Monday, August 18.

Meecham, a mechanic, from 
Rosewood Lane, Shoeburyness, was 
sentenced to 22 years in the same 
court on Friday, August 15. 

The jury heard that police were 
called to Leanne's home in Park 
Street, Westcliff, on Thursday, 
February 13. 

She was found with stab wounds 
and was taken to Royal London 
Hospital where she later died from 
her injuries. 

Police who were called to the 


scene found Meecham with knife 
injuries and was taken to hospital for 
treatment and later charged with 
murder. 

Senior investigating officer DCI 
Mark Hall, from the Kent and Essex 
Serious Crime Directorate said 
Leanne had been much loved by her 
family and was a devoted mother. 

Mr Hall said: “On the morning of 
February 13, Simon Meecham went 
to Leanne's home armed with a 
knife. He had discovered that she 
had started a new relationship and he 


was consumed by jealousy. 

“Shortly after he arrived he fatally 
wounded Leanne, stabbing her mul¬ 
tiple times. She was totally defence¬ 
less against what was a determined, 
focused and wholly unprovoked 
attack. 

“Simon Meecham then fled the 
house and later stabbed himself a 
number of times in an attempt to 
make it look like he was the victim. 

“He later falsely claimed these 
injuries had been caused by Leanne 
and then later claimed he had 


stabbed her accidently. 

“The jury in this case have seen 
through those lies and I am grateful 
to the witnesses who came forward 
to give evidence. 

“My thoughts are with Leanne's 
family and I hope his conviction 
brings them some small comfort. 

“My message to those who are in 
an abusive relationship is please 
contact Essex Police, we will listen 
to you, we will take your concerns 
seriously and we will take action to 
protect you.”

Crossing 
takes its toll 
on drivers 

ACCORDING to figures 
released from the Highways 
Agency, last year nearly 40,000 
motorists presented themselves 
at the Dartford Crossing but 
were unable to pay, compared 
with 15,200 in 2010. 

A debt ticket is normally 
issued in such circumstances 
and of the 40,000 issued, 

1,336 (3.3 per cent) never paid 
up compared with 639 (4.2 per 
cent) in 2010. 

While the proportion has 
decreased in percentage terms, 
it is feared that the number of 
non-payers, particularly vehi¬ 
cles not registered in this 
country, will increase signifi¬ 
cantly when cashless 'freeflow' 
is introduced in October of 
this year. 

Of course, the toll paid off 
the building costs of Crossing 
and Bridge in 2002 and should 
have been scrapped 12 years 
ago, however we now face a 
'congestion charge' that will 
increase to £2.50 in October 
when 'freeflow' charging will 
be introduced. 

There is something deeply 
ironic about having to pay a 
'congestion charge' which 
actually causes the congestion, 
and then to label up a new toll 
collection system as 'freeflow' 
when it is not free but 
cost£2.50!

TAKE A WALK. 
ON THE 
WILDE SIDE

M ARTY Wilde, the original British 

rock and roll star, is celebrating his 
75th birthday year doing what he 
does best - on stage during a UK wide 
tour. 

He will join his friends, Eden Kane, John 
Leyton, Nancy Ann Lee and his band of 
more than 50 years, The Wildcats, during 
a 30 date tour across the UK, which kicks 
off in Tunbridge Wells on October 23 and 
includes an appearance at Southend's 
Cliffs Pavilion on Sunday, October 26. 

"75 years old and still going strong", 
laughs Marty. "If anyone had told me back 
in ’58 when I started out that I’d still be 
playing shows nearly sixty years later I 
would have laughed... with happiness! 

"I knew back then that music was all I 
wanted to do and I still know it now. This 
tour is going to be another fantastic rock 
and roll party, with my great friends Eden 
Kane and John Leyton, backed up with 
the finest backing band, The Wildcats." 

Marty Wilde is not the type that likes to 
put his feet up. There aren’t many people 
of three score years and fifteen who drive 
around the UK playing music to screaming 
fans up to a hundred times a year. Nor 
can there be many who in between shows 
will play 18 holes of golf to a respectable 
handicap. 

Less likely still are there many seventy 
five year-olds who are regarded as key 
influences for musicians as diverse as 
Robert Plant (Led Zeppelin), Justin 


Hayward (The Moody Blues) and Cliff 
Richard. 

At 75 years old, Marty Wilde is one of 
the UK’s pioneering Rock ‘n’ Roll icons. As 
an original British rock singer in the late 
50s (along with Tommy Steele and Cliff 
Richard) Marty had a string of hits includ¬ 
ing Teenager In Love, Sea Of Love, 

Endless Sleep, Bad Boy, Donna and 
Rubber Ball. In the late ‘60s and early 
‘70s, Marty enjoyed further success as a 
songwriter penning hits for Lulu (I’m A 
Tiger), The Casuals (Jesamine) and the 
mighty Status Ouo (Ice In The Sun). 

The ‘80s saw Wilde continue writing, this 
time for his daughter Kim Wilde, who 
enjoyed a string of hits with anthems such 
as Kids In America. 

Joining Marty for this must-see show are 
John Leyton, Nancy Ann Lee and Eden 
Kane. Eden first created interest for his tal¬ 
ent with an advertising jingle for 
Cadbury's, called ‘Hot Chocolate Crazy’, 
issued as a single by Pye Records. This 
was quickly followed in 1961 by his num¬ 
ber one hit ‘Well I Ask You’ and success 
continued with three further Top 10 hits 
during the next 12 months including ‘Get 
Lost’, ‘Forget Me Not’ and ‘I Don’t Know 
Why’. 

Kane's next release ‘Boys Cry’ was a 
Top 10 comeback hit in the UK and 
Australia, and in the mid 1970s, along with 
his two brothers Peter and Robin Sarstedt, 
Eden won a joint BASCA Award for com¬ 
posing and songwriting.

Study in Scarlett 


LUCY (15,89 mins) 


D ERRIERE-numbingly long 
films may be all the rage but 
at a lean 89 minutes, Lucy, 
the new action thriller from Luc 
Besson, is all the better for bucking 
this Hollywood trend. 

And with a kidnapping, killing 
sprees and questionable drugs 
thrown into the fray, there's certainly 
enough in that hour and a half to halt 
you from slipping out of the cinema. 

Lucy (Scarlett Johansson) is a 
carefree student living in Taiwan, 
who is tricked by her new boyfriend 
Richard into doing his dirty work 
and carrying a briefcase, jam- 
packed with potent new drugs, into 
a hotel for him. 

But there's no time for pleas¬ 
antries here and before the 
concierge has greeted Lucy, 

Richard has been dispatched and 
Lucy is held hostage by the neigh¬ 
bourhood's merciless mob of local 
drug lords headed up by the 


unsparing Mr Jang (Choi Min-sik). 

Waking up, Lucy discovers that the 
mob has taken the liberty of surgically 
implanting thousand of pounds worth 
of a deadly blue drug, CPH4, which 
increases the user's brain capacity, 
into her stomach. 

And more than that, if the bright 
blue crystals leak, it will kill her. 

But leak it does and Lucy, who is 
sent across the world as a drug 
mule, soon finds her brain working 
on disturbing new levels, signposted 
in the film with frequent updates on 
the percentage of brain capacity 
she's using. 

As well as being hell-bent on 
exacting revenge on the mobsters, 
Lucy also busies herself by tracking 
down the eminent professor Samuel 
Norman (Morgan Freeman) in Paris 
who has spent decades researching 
the brain's potential. 

In a deft twist to Johansson's role 
as a human-like operating system in 
Spike Jonze's Her, Lucy sees the 
actress' voice take on a lifeless 


tone, shedding personality and 
lightness as her brain's potential 
expands. 

Much has been made of the film's 
neurological theory not stacking up, 
but scientific soundness isn't the 
mission here - entertainment is. 

And while there are some rather 
odd moments - the flashes to a pre¬ 
historic Lucy, the strained conversa¬ 
tion Lucy has with her mum and the 
missed opportunity to kill Mr Jang 
while she can - Lucy is nevertheless 
a punchy film, which demands your 
attention every minute of the way.

Like Marty, Eden has never 
stopped singing and is now cele¬ 
brating his 53rd year in show busi¬ 
ness.

I F YOU want to catch a glimpse 
of the most complete woolly 
mammoth ever found then get 
your skates on as it will only be in 
London for the next couple of 
weeks. 

Baby Lyuba, discovered in 
Siberia in 2007, arrived at the 
Natural History Museum back in 
May for a special Mammoths: Ice 
Age Giants exhibition, and she has 
been attracting a large amount of 
visitors ever since. 

She arrived at the museum after 
a long journey from northern 
Russia, and the exhibition at the 
London museum is the first time 
Lyuba - the Russian word for love, 
prounouced 'Looba' - has been 
seen in western Europe. 

Lyuba, who is 85cm tall and 
130cm long and around the size of 
a large dog, was found buried in 
frozen mud by reindeer herder, Yuri 
Khudi and his sons, who were 
searching for wood. The baby 
mammoth, who is thought to have 
died 42,000 years ago at the age 
of just one month, possibly fell into 
a sticky mud hole and choked to 


death as a CT scan has revealed 
sediment in her trunk. Milk and 
pollen were also discovered in the 
stomach of Lyuba, who was so 
well preserved because she was 
buried in wet clay and mud before 
being frozen. 

Mammoths: Ice Age Giants takes 
you on a journey through an 
ancient time when mammoths 
roamed the earth, find out more 
about them and even imagine life 
as a mammoth by testing your skills 
at tusk jousting and trunk swinging, 
and feel the weight of how much 
food these beasts would have con¬ 
sumed every day - the equivalent 
of 230 bags of sugar. 

As well as the famous woolly 
mammoth, you can also explore 
some of the other best-known 
species of its time including the 
spiral-tusked Columbian mam¬ 
moth, the island-dwelling dwarf 
mammoth, another prehistoric 
giant - the mastodon - and the

Q. I am about to rent a property for the first 
time. What responsibilities do I have as a 
tenant? 

A. Renting is enjoying a revival at the moment - 
although whether this is as a result of economic 
necessity or conscious lifestyle choice, is the 
subject of a good deal of lively debate. As far as the latter is concerned, renting a 
home that is owned by someone else obviously offers a degree of freedom. 
Nevertheless, it also certainly comes with a number of responsibilities. 

While some of these responsibilities are pretty much universal - such as taking good 
care of the property, paying the agreed rent on time, and not sub-letting without the 
landlord’s permission - others will vary from property to property. So, the best way 
to be absolutely clear about such matters is to have your solicitor go through the 
tenancy agreement and spell them all out for you. 

That said, the professional body for the lettings industry, the Association of 
Residential Letting Agents also offers a number of general tips: 

• While landlords are normally responsible for insuring the building and any 
furnishings that come with it, tenants need to insure their own possessions. 

• Many tenancy agreements require the landlord to be informed if a property is to 
be left empty for any length of time. If you are planning to leave the property 
empty for a while, you are responsible for preparing the property accordingly - 
for example, by turning off electrical appliances, emptying and cleaning the 
fridge, turning off the water supply, etc. 

• It is the tenant’s responsibility to look after any fixtures and fittings. While 
reasonable wear and tear is to be expected, it is important to inform the landlord 
immediately of any damage, accidental or otherwise. Having a detailed inventory 
is important here. 

• Sharing emergency numbers with neighbours is a good precaution, particularly 
in the case of flats, where a problem in one can quickly affect others in the same 
block. 

• And finally...on moving out day, be sure to remove or otherwise dispose of 
everything that you yourself brought into the property during your tenancy. If you 
do want to leave anything, you must get your landlord’s prior agreement.

Landlord Question 

Is PAT Testing Compulsory for rental properties? 

Think Property Answer 

Portable Appliance Tests or PATs are an electrical check carried out on 'movable’ items such as kettles, 
microwaves, Hoovers, table lamps, toasters and coffee machines and many electricians will tell you they must 
be carried out before tenants move into a property. 

Legally speaking this is not true. There is no law that says PAT checks must be carried out, something the 
government recently clarified. 

What the law does state is that all electrical equipment within a rental property must be safe to use and that it’s 
the landlord’s responsibility to ensure this before tenants move in and, equally, during the tenancy too, 

Most experts, including those from the Electrical Safety Council, recommend landlords make a visual 
inspection of all the electrical appliances provided within each rented property so check cables aren’t worn or 
that plugs are damaged. It is also recommended that any new items feature the ’CE’ kite mark which is the 
manufacturer’s claim that it meets all European safety legislation. 

Whether you then decide to get all the items PAT checked is a matter of choice not law. But most experts 
agree that, if landlords want peace of mind, then the £50-£100 it will cost to get a qualified electrician in to 
complete PAT checks is worth it. 

A visual examination is the most important factor, but if an item were to short and then catch fire then being 
able to prove that it had been PAT checked recently (every two years for smaller items and four years for larger 
ones) would help matters. 

More importantly PAT checks may flag up potential problems before tenants move in but don’t rely on them 
alone - they should not be completed instead of a visual check but rather as a back up.

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Magnificent estate from BMW 



By Bruce Booth 


HARD on the heels of the introduc¬ 
tion of BMW’s 5 Series Gran 
Turismo and Saloon pairing, the 
last piece of the jigsaw in the form 
of the Touring hit our streets in late 
2010, a truly magnificent estate car 
that, for me at least, had to be the 
pick of the range. 

In the fourth generation of what is 
one of the UK’s most popular 
executive estate cars, the German 
manufacturers have for the past 
20-odd years, kept improving on 
what many believed to be perfec¬ 
tion, with a succession of high- 
tech advances and innovations. 

The 5 Series Touring, though 
more sporty, more dynamic looking 
and more practical than previous 
models, is no different, offering a 
truly dynamic driving experience, 
thanks in part to double wishbone 
front suspension and self-levelling 
air suspension at the rear, which 
balances the car and compensates 
when carrying heavy loads. 

At launch, the new machine had 
a choice of three petrol and four 
diesel engines, while it could then 
be tailor-made with a wide choice 


of optional packages and goodies 
to fulfil almost any requirement. 

Even in entry 520d SE diesel 
guise - the model in which I com¬ 
pleted a 1,500-mile run from 
Munich to Glasgow - buyers could 
opt for an eight-speed automatic 
transmission, the first time a four- 
cylinder oil-burning unit had been 
made available mated to such a 
transmission system. 

And in another first, the manual 
version came fitted with an emis- 
sions-bursting and fuel-saving 
automatic start-stop function, 
which was also coupled to an opti¬ 
mum gearshift indicator and brake 
energy regeneration system. 

Pumping out 181bhp from its 
four-pot, direct fuel injection, tur¬ 
bocharged unit, top speed came in 
at a much respectable 137mph 
while the standard zero to 62mph 
sprint could be completed in only 
8.3 seconds. 

With C02 emissions of 139g/km 
for the automatic version and 
53.3mpg on the combined cycle, it 
was little surprise that the 520d 
Touring’s fuel economy and emis¬ 
sion figures were then unrivalled 
within its sector. 


Inside the car, acres of plush 
leather and lashings of wood 
veneer are set off by chrome 
highlights. The electrically- 
adjustable seats offer fabulous 
support and the seat height and 
back rest angle can be adjusted 
at the touch of a button, making 
long-distance cruising an 
absolute joy. 

As for on-board equipment, the 
list seemed endless, with 
Bluetooth, climate control, steer¬ 
ing wheel-mounted controls for 
the CD sound system and cruise 
control, Isofix mounting, electric 


mirrors and windows and front 
and rear park distance control 
just a sample of the many fea¬ 
tures fitted as standard. 

At the time, there was lots of 
discussion regarding the pros and 
cons of BMW’s rotary-controlled 
Drive system. However, I had no 
issues with the one installed on 
the 520d and after just a quick 
explanation of its main functions, 
found it to be user friendly, simple 
and easy to understand. 

As always, safety issues also 
play an important part in all 
BMWs, and a full array of elec¬ 


tronic and mechanical aids 
helped give the Touring a maxi¬ 
mum five-star NCAP rating. 

For used car buyers, one fea¬ 
ture I would certainly look out for 
is the funky, yet brilliant, heads-up 
display which projects vital infor¬ 
mation such as speed, cruise 
control settings and sat nav direc¬ 
tional arrows directly onto the 
windscreen well inside the driver’s 
field of vision. 

As a luxurious long-distance 
cruiser that’s equally at home in 
busy city streets, the BMW 5 
Series Touring has always been 
high on the list for those in the 
market for a premium quality 
machine that’s got it all, and as 
such, second-hand prices hold 
up well. 

A 2010 320i SE model sporting 
a 10-plate will have a price tag 
somewhere between £13,405 
and £17,100 depending on con¬ 
dition and mileage. 

Move up a year and prices will 
range from £16,290 to £20,405 
for a similar model, while a 2012 
example with a 12-plate will come 
in at between £19,175 and 
£23,620.

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Drivers shun robocars

THE vast majority of British 
motorists have given an 
emphatic thumbs down to 
so-called robocars. 

Two thirds of drivers ques¬ 
tioned in a survey of over 
1,000 motorists said they 
are against government 
plans to allow driverless 
robot cars on British roads 
by January next year. 

And nearly nine out of ten 
road users said that all 
autonomous vehicles should 
be installed with forward fac¬ 
ing video incident cameras 
to show if they were at fault 
in the event of a collision. 

Business Secretary Vince 
Cable last month 
announced a £10m trial for 
driverless cars in three cities 
and on certain roads such 
as motorways and in specif¬ 
ic lanes. 

But a survey by car inci¬ 


dent camera firm 
SmartWitness showed that 
66.2 per cent of drivers 
think that further checks are 
needed before these auto¬ 
mated cars are allowed on 
public highways. 

SmartWitness Managing 
Director Simon Marsh said: 
“Two thirds of motorists said 
that the Government was 
premature in allowing driver¬ 
less cars on UK roads and 
that more tests were need¬ 
ed to ensure the safety of 
the new technology. 

“Also there were concerns 
raised about liability and 
whether these vehicles 
could be insured because 
computer error could easily 
be called into question on 
any accident involving a dri¬ 
verless car. As a result 
nearly nine out of ten 
motorists called for incident 
cameras to be compulsory 
in these so-called robocars 


so that there would be clear 
evidence of which vehicle 
was at fault in the event of 
a collision.” 

Several major car manu¬ 
facturers are already devel¬ 
oping self-driving vehicles 
including Volvo, Nissan, 
Mercedes-Benz, Ford, 
Vauxhall, Volkswagen and 
Honda, and they have been 
joined by internet giant 
Google in advancing the 
technology. 

All models are expected to 
have a manual over-ride, 
allowing the driver to take 
control if necessary but the 
SmartWitness survey found 
that most motorists were 
extremely skeptical about 
buying into the new technol¬ 
ogy - 69 per cent of those 
surveyed said they would 
not want to buy a driverless 
car and 42.6 per cent said 
that they would refuse to go 
on a journey in one.
